Costly Molds 
Lost In Fire 
At Palestine 


3 Fire Departments 
Battle Over 2 Hours 
At Kemple Factory 


EAST PALESTINE - A state 
fire marshal’s deputy and l o c a l 
authorities were scheduled to meet 
today to determine the cause of 
$250,000 fire which 
leveled the 
widely-known John E. K e m p l e 
Glass Works Sunday morning. 
Firemen from Ujree companies 
battled the raging flames for over 
two hours, but were able to save 
only a frame home adjoining the 
L-shaped plant on E. Clark St., 
which included a large concrete 
block building and a frame pack­ 
ing house. 
The loss, according to John Kem­ 
ple, owner, included a $40,000 in­ 
ventory of the firm’s well-known 
milk glass and about 800 molds, 
some dating back many decades 
when the plant was operated by 
Kemple’s father. 
Also destroyed were two fur­ 
naces valued at $4,000 each, a 
Lehr annealing furnace w o r t h 
about $4,000 and other equipment, 
including new benches installed in 
recent weeks. 
Fire Chief Glenn Libert said the 
loss would be about $200,000, while 
Kemple estimated the loss between 
$250,000 and $300,000. 
The inventory was large because 
production had been stepped up 
recently in preparation for the an­ 
nual summer shutdown slated Fri­ 
day, Kemple said. 
Many area residents buy at the 
plant and exhibitions were planned 
at glass shows at Atlanta and Dal­ 
las, Kemple said. The plant em­ 
ploys about 40. 
The large concrete block building 
was about 40-X-156 feet, while the 
smaller wooden structure 
w a s 
about 30-X-60. It contained cartons 
and straw used for packing. 
Kemple said the major loss is 
in the iron molds. Heated by the 
fire, they were doused with cold 
water from firemen’s hoses, caus­ 
ing the molds to warp and mak­ 
ing them useless. 
M i k e Melillo of

A considerable controversy has been sparked 
off by the practice of using unmarked police 
cars. But there would be no controversy if 
everybody acknowledged that unmarked cars 
are better for some uses, marked cars better 
for other uses. 
For example, in all situations where the idea 
is to make it widely known that the police are 
on hand, so large numbers of people will be­ 
have accordingly, clearly marked police cars 
are imperative. Unmarked cars, on the other 
hand, are imperative in situations where the 
idea is to take an individual or a small group 
by surprise. 
It would be worth looking into as an additional 
means of making the presence of police cars 
known — when that’s the idea — if sirens were 
put to full use. Whenever a police or fire 
siren is heard by automobile drivers, they be­ 
come more circumspect. 
What would happen on dangerous stretches of 
the highway or at dangerous intersections if an 
automatic siren wailed every few minutes can 
be left to the imagination. Until the secret leak­ 
ed out, it would be the equivalent of a dozen 
policemen in souped-up patrol cars. 


‘Nice, Respectable Kids’ 


You can whip up an argument over similar­ 
ities between rock ’n’ roll and other fads of 
recent musical memory — jitterbug, big apple, 
Lindy hope, black bottom and the Charleston. 
If you want to go back to the camel walk, 
the bunny hug and the other sensational gyra­ 
tions of Vernon and Irene Castle, there are 
similarities there, too. 
Rock ’n’ roll is a sound, not a motion, but 
motion goes with sound. And because Rock ’n’ 
roll is violent, so is the motion. Riots start. 
People twitch and holler. 
There are clear similarities to camp meet­ 
ings, jungle dances, pagan rites and those people 
who defy snakes to show their religious exal­ 
tation. There are, in fact, so many similarities 
that rock ’n’ roll is beginning to look like a 
compendium of sociological history. 
A comment by Sammy Kaye, a band leader, 
who thinks rock ’n’ roll is “tremendously ex­ 
citing,’’ intrigues us. Speaking of the teen-agers 
who twitch, holler and threaten to go out of 
control at rock ’n’ roll concerts, he said, “Most 
of them are nice, respectable kids.’* 
Sure they are. So were the kids who followed 
the Pied Piper of Hamelin into the mountain. 
At last we know the Piper’s secret — him and 
his “blue suede shoes” ! 


Mechanical Orphanage 


We know a man who is 
awakened 
each 
morning by a clock radio which no longer is 
being manufactured, clips his whiskers with a 
shaver no longer being made, burns his toast 
in a toaster whose manufacturer has gone into 
limbo, drives to work in a car that has gone 
out of production and, fittingly enough, makes 
his living hy operating a machine that became 
an orphan many years ago, although it is still 
efficient. 
This man’s wife uses a washing machine 
whose brand name has disappeared from the 
market place, watches a television set whose 
maker no longer is among those present, keeps 
the household food in a freezer whose manu­ 
facturer has gone down the drain and, as if 
this weren’t enough, also uses a refrigerator, 
an electric iron, a mixing machine 
and 
a 
vacuum cleaner that have been orphaned by 
the viccisitudes of competition. 
The peculiar thing about these vicissitudes 
is that they are not related to the products 
that have been orphaned: the products worked 
fine when new and have grown old gracefully. 
But they have survived their manufacturers, a 
pattern becoming more familiar as more manu­ 
facturers slip into oblivion while their products 
are still young, leaving them to grow old in 
mechanical orphanages like our friend happens 
to be running.

Income Taxes And ‘The Mob* 


D. P. Moille of Houston, Tex., in 
commenting on a piece I w r o t e 
concerning taxes and mobs, asks. 
“Who in his right mind believes 
that the mobs 
would c e a s e 
t h e i r illegal 
activities 
and 
disband if the 
income t a x 
laws were re­ 
pealed?” For­ 
tunately, 
Mr. 
Mohle lives a 
sheltered 
life, 
a w a y from 
George Sokolsky what in mod 
era gang parlance is called “the 
mob.” This body of persons con 
gists not of burglars and pickpock­ 
ets and other small fry of the 
criminal world; it consists of men 
who deal in millions of dollars, 
whose business covers the world, 
who specialize in narcotics, g o l d 
smuggling, the legitimatizing of 
untaxed dollars, in politics, domes­ 
tic and international, in l a b o r 
unions, particularly those which 
control communications and water 
fronts. Except for those who are 
hired as goons to do dirty jobs, 
most of the mob are well-dressed, 
conservative - appearing persons, 
who live normal lives in the com­ 
munities of their choice, who deal 
with banks, here and abroad, in 
large matters and many of them 
have an established status in the 
society in which they live. 


AS CONDITIONS in the w o r I d 
change, their affairs become dif­ 
ferent. At present, their principal 
business is to obtain one of the 
most valuable commodities in the 
world, the untaxed American dol­ 
lar which is worth a great deal 
more than the taxed American dol­ 
lar. 
To get hold of the untaxed Amer­ 
ican dollar, they engage in enter­ 
prises which cannot altogether be 
disclosed because otherwise they 
would be taxed For instance, the 
great narcotic trade, which is now 
being controlled out of Italy and 
which pours the narcotic products 
of Red China and other countries 
into the United States, exchanges 
millions of untaxed dollars for the 
health-destroying drug The m o b 
finances this trade. 
When the ^dollars are abroad, 
they have to be legitimatized in 
some fashion and brought back to 
the United States for investment 
in ordinary, properly-taxed busi­ 
nesses. 
This can be done by the organi­ 
zation of corporations in about 17 
countries and by keeping an anony­ 
mous. numbered account in a Swiss 


bank or in the banks of a few 
other countries. 
The conversion of untaxed dol­ 
lars, which are naturally illegally 
possessed, into legitimate dollars 
is so lucrative that men of good 
reputations in their communities 
often act as fronts for the money, 
serving as directors of corpora­ 
tions, etc. It is this particular sit­ 
uation that needs to be investigated 
by Congress. 


THE QUESTION that Mr. Mohle 
asked can be answered in t h i s 
way: a combination of prohibition 
and tax laws, together with t h e 
enormous t r e a s u r i e s of labor 
unions, attracted a new type of 
person to what used to be called 
the underworld, hut is now nothing 
of the sort 
It will be found, when the mobs 
are really investigated, that men 
will stop short of admitting owner­ 
ship of a Swiss anonymous, num­ 
bered bank account almost as fac­ 
ilely as a Communist employs the 
Fifth Amendment. 
Also, it will be found that the 
men who are using so-called Swiss 
or Liberian or Honduras facilities 
do not at all resemble George Raft 
in an underworld movie but are 
prominent businessmen with resi­ 
dences on Fifth and Park Aves, in 
New York and close connections 
in Washington. And it will be found 
that they or their lawyers or ac­ 
countants have contributed to the 
campaign funds of both parties and 
to many charities and public in­ 
stitutions. 
And also it will be lound that 
some wdiom we think of as Ameri­ 
can citizens are not American citi­ 
zens at all, but hold such passports 
as the Portuguese and Swiss, al­ 
though they were not born in Por­ 
tugal or in Switzerland, which is 
no sin but is a point to be made 
in passing. 


AIR TRAVEL being what it is, 
the principals move around t h e 
world with terrific swiftness, com­ 
muting between the United States 
and Switzerland which is the cen­ 
ter for such business. 
This is no reflection on Switzer­ 
land, but the process of buying 
American businesses with untexed 
American dollars needs exolaining. 
European businessmen find noth­ 
ing wrong with any of this be­ 
cause an American untaxed dollar 
is such a valuable commodity that 
a man would be a fool indeed 
who did not employ his initiative 
and ingenuity to possess as many 
of them as he could, to legitima­ 
tize them to the hest of his ability, 
and to invest them in American 
industries, such as those related 
to the national defense.

WASHINGTON 
What is the steel strike going to 
cost you, the consumer? 
The last nationwide steel walkout 
—just four years ago this summer 
—cost the average American fam­ 
ily an estimated $100 a year. 
The loss to industry of 17 million 
tons of steel during the 53 days 
the blast furnaces were idle that 
time was followed by price rises 
of 2 to 5 per cent on all products 
using steel. The current strike, now 
14 days old. could hit the c o n ­ 
sumer’s pocket just as hard or 
harder. 
Already one of the small com­ 
panies aloof from the general work 
stoppage has raised the price of 
its steel products from $8 50 to $12 
a ton, and a half-dozen other small 
producers have taken similar steps. 
This is an increase of IO to 15 per 
cent over the present price of $78 
a ton. 
Further hikes in steel prices are 
expected as companies offset the 
cost of retroactive age increases. 
Optimism pervaded the stock ex­ 
change as investors anticipated 
higher steel prices and targe com­ 
pany earnings once the strike is 
settled. 
Industry leaders, too, are cheer­ 
ful about the strike so far. 
“Even if the strike lasts more 
than two months, we don’t antici­ 
pate anything like a complete shut­ 
down,” a southern manufacturer 
of shoe repair machinery said, and 
others in industry agreed. Cutbacks 
and a large stockpile of steel will 
enable them to continue production 
for up to two months without feel­ 
ing a noticeable pinch, they say. 
But elsewhere in the South the 
steel strike threatened the cotton 
industry If you don’t understand 
how a cut in steel supply can send 
the price of your new summer cot­ 
ton suit or dress soaring, here s 
how it works as an example of how 
the price of steel affects family 
finances. 
Two steel mills — one in Ala­ 
bama, the other in Georgia — sup­ 
ply the IO million dollars worth of 
bale bands used by the cotton gins. 
When the mills struck 
planters 
were unable to get the cotton crop 
baled without the necessary steel 
ties and buckles. 
The average consumer always is 
the loser in a steel strike. 
The 1952 shutdown which began 
June 4 and ended July 24. when 
President T r u m a n ordered the 
strikers and management to reach 
an agreement “or else,” Increased 
the price of carbon steel by $5.20 a 
ton. It resulted in a loss of 134 
million tons of steel products. 
That walkout meant a 
loss of ( 
350 million dollars in wages to the 
strikers, without counting the loss 
to the million workers who found 
themselves jobless 'n 
steel-depen­ 
dent industries. 
The auto industry estimated the 
strike cost 500,000 cars and trucks, 
and passenger car production for 


1952 was 22 per cent below 1951. 
In addition, according to Robert 
A. Lovett, then secretary of de­ 
fense: 
“The strike inflicted g r e a t e r 
damage on the defense effort than 
the worst enemy bombing raid 
could have done.” 
Nationwide steel strikes always 
have resulted in higher prices for 
the ton of steel. This hike then is 
passed on to the consumer. 
The 1946 strike, right after the 
war, lasted 25 days and won the 
workers an 184-cents-an-hour in­ 
crease. But the companies got the 
right to raise steel prices $5 
a 
ton. 
The 1949 strike, involving 542,000 
workers for 42 days, sent steel up 
$4 a ton and brought no wage rise, 
but $100-a-month pensions.

Litterbugs 


MINNEAPOLIS 
It is costing the American public 
$1C to $50 a mile per year for the 
cleanup of refuse strewn along the 
highways of our various states by 
messy motorists. 
So serious has the problem be­ 
come that 13 states recently have 
sharpened their penalties for this 
offense, according to a survey by 
the family economics bureau 
of 
Northwestern National Life Insur­ 
ance Co. 
The survey, conducted through 
the cooperation of highway depart­ 
ments of 44 states, found t h a t 
penalties for “litterbugging” vary 
from practically none in 
Idaho, 
which reports “Law not very en­ 
forceable; litter increasing 
each 
year” to a maximum of $1,000 fine 
or a year’s imprisonment in Geor­ 
gia, which reports “a noticeable 
reduction in this type of offense” 
since the new law was passed. 
In fact, eight of the 13 states 
which have stepped up their penal­ 
ties report that the slovenly type of 
n.otorist has become notably neat­ 
er in his habits when faced w i t h 
stiffened penalties for pig-sty be­ 
havior. 
A number of other highway de­ 
partments declare in the s u r v e y 
that under existing conditions lit­ 
terbugs are difficult to catch, and 
even if caught, are usually let off 
with a small fine or a lecture, by 
local justices. 
Yet South Carolina recently de­ 
cided to do something about the de­ 
filers of its highways and through 
close cooperation of hghway main­ 
tenance and highway patrol depart­ 
ments arrested 81 trash strewers 
and convicted 80 of them in the first 
12 months of its clean highways 
program. “Wa are making s o m e 
progress,” says the South Carolina 
highway department.

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More Rubber 
Talks Slated 


Goodrich And Union 
Reach Agreement 


AKRON, Ohio (^—Interest of the 
rubber industry this week will 
center on negotiations involving 
three other major companies — 
Goodyear, Firestone and U.S. Rub­ 
ber—following a final-hour settle­ 
ment that averted a strike at the 
B. F. Goodrich Co. plants. 
The Goodrich agreement reach­ 
ed Saturday night at Cincinnati 
shortly before a midnight strike 
deadline may establish a pattern 
for the other rubber companies 
currently conducting wage issue 
talks. 
Members of the United Rubber 
Workers employed by Goodyear 
heard a report Sunday on nego­ 
tiations which have been under 
way since July 2 at Dayton. They 
then voted to hold a strike vote 
Wednesday. The Goodyear nego­ 
tiations involve 23,000 workers here 
and in eight other cities. 
Unionists employed by Firestone 
will conduct a strike vote Thurs­ 
day. Talks affecting 9.000 workers 
here and 12,000 in seven other 
cities have been in progress since 
July 3 at Columbus. 
U.S. Rubber negotiations cover­ 
ing some 30,000 workers in 20 
plants are being conducted in New 
York. 
The Goodrich settlement will be 
the subject of ratification votes of 
nine locals of the rubber workers 
in the next nine days. 
The agreement, if ratified by 
Goodrich workers and the union 
executive board, provides for a 6.2 
cents hourly wage increase, retro­ 
active to July 9, for about 13,500 
production and maintenance work­ 
ers in Goodrich plants. 
The negotiators also agreed to 
establish a layoff pay plan which 
a union spokesman described as a 
“ breakthrough” in the rubber in­ 
dustry. Details of the plan are to 
be worked out at a later meeting. 
The agreement was reached on 
a wage reopening clause in a con­ 
tract 
that 
continues 
in 
force 
through next spring. Goodrich is 
the first major US. rubber pro­ 
ducer to negotiate a settlement on 
the wage reopening section. 
Goodrich union members had 
voted to strike “if it Decomes 
necessary” after a deadline at 
midnight last Saturday. The agree­ 
ment was reached less than two 
hours before midnight. 
Wages under the old contract 
ranged from $1.95 to $2.44 an hour 
with an average of $2.32. 
The proposal, under union rules, 
must be voted on by members 
within IO days after negotiators; 
reach agreement.

Strike Costs 
270 Million 
In One Week 


Loss To Skyrocket 
If Walkout Goes 
Past 30-Day Mark 


CLEVELAND !JFi—The nation's 
economy lost 270 million dollar* 
last week because of the steel 
strike, “Steel” magazine said to­ 
day. 
It figured 220 millions were lost 
in steel sales and 50 millions in 
steelworkers wages. 
The monetary loss will skyrock­ 
et if the strike goes past the 30- 
day mark and will hit 70 million 
a week if the walkoutu lasts more 
than 60 days, “Steel” said. 
Presently the shutdown of ma­ 
jor steel plants hasn't hit allied 
industries as hard as past strikes, 
the weekly said. 
“A large percentage of steel 
users were in pretty good shape at 
the start of the strike, ’ the week­ 
ly said, adding that most produc­ 
tion outside the basic steel indus­ 
try will roll along almost normal­ 
ly for awhile. 
“Workers, too, went into the 
strike better fortified than in the 
past,” The Metalworking Weekly 
said. “Personal income has risen 
every month this year and is at a 
rate about 7 per cent above the 
first half of 1955. Personal sav­ 
ings have kept step and are now 
at an annual rate of more than 
18 billion dollars. Thus far mer­ 
chants report that there has been 
no evidence of any dropoff in busi­ 
ness. Traffic through stores has 
been heavy in July.”

Of Old Homes 
Gains Favor 


Remodeling Plans 
WHI Be Pushed By 
Manufacturers

Home modernization is g o i n g 
great guns all across tne country. 
Building material and equipment 
manufacturers, who sponsored the 
cam paign called Operation Home 
Improvement, have found the old­ 
er house m arket so big they are 
going to continue to push home 
remodeling next year and probab­ 
ly indefinitely. 
After all, a new house seems to 
become an old house almost over 
night and it’s a rare family that 
hasn’t started some kind of an im­ 
provement within a year or two 
after moving into a new house. 
Maybe you have wondered how 
much would be involved in bring­ 
ing the average old house com­ 
pletely up to date, inside and out. 
A home modernizing consultant 
of Peoria, 111., says that judging 
from remodeling plans he designed 
for more than IOO houses in the 
past year, the cost runs around 
$8,000 
‘It is not unusual, particularly 
on farms, to find 
modernization 
projects running up to $20,000,” 
says this expert. Arthur B. Cam- 
pen, tipping off contractors in 
Practical Builder, trade publication 
of the light construction industry. 
And projects of such size are 
excellent investments, he s a y s , 
because the v a l u e of the old 
house plus the cost of remodeling 
is noticeably less than it would be 
to start with unimproved land and 
construct an equivalent brand-new 
dwelling. 
The cost of modernizing y o u r 
home depends on just how far you 
want to go and whether you want 
to tackle the whole works at one 
time or do it gradually. 
Either system works. After all 
the FHA reports that its home re­ 
modeling loans averaged only $464 
last year. If these $8,000 to $20,000 
projects spread, the FHA average 
ought to take a jump. 
Campen 
says 
modernizing 
a 
house means to m a k e existing 
space more livable and to give the 
exterior a modern appearance. The 
first step in a complete job is to 
rip out all non-bearing partitions 
to get a feeling of more space and 
eliminate small dark cubicles. 
More livable space usually can 
be added by building a 
family 
room or a play room. This can be 
done often in a basement, or by 
enclosing a porch or oreezeway. 
Larger w i n d o w s usually are 
needed, especially on ihe garden 
side, where even walls of glass 
may make the room seem to ex­ 
pand and bring the outside in. 
Since most older houses are two 
or three stories high, they 
are 
made to appear lower and longer 
for the modern look. 
Sometimes attaching a 
garage 
and breezeway will lengthen t h e 
house and make it -look 
lower. 
Sometimes color can turn the trick 
—a dark roof and painting the sec­ 
ond story a deeper tone than the 
first story. 
What do most houses need? Cam­ 
p e rs projects, ranging from Nova 
Scotia to California and Saskatche­ 
wan to Florida, show that IO out 
of IO older houses need new wir­ 
ing systems, better lighting, mod­ 
ernized kitchens, more s t o r a g e 
space, repainting and redecorat­ 
ing.

Nine out of IO need new roofs 
—either because the old roof is 
worn out or because new roofing 
on a wing or addition makes the 
old material look too shabby.

Metal Lath Can Make 
Smart Radiator Cover

An easy way to enhance the 
appearance and increase the use­ 
fulness of cast iron radiators is 
to construct enclosures for them 
out of wood frames and metal 
lath. Enclosures of this type pro­ 
vide decorative stands and yet 
allow the full flow of heat when 
the radiator is being used. 
To make your own stands, the 
only tools you need are tinners’ 
snips, hammer, saw and sanding 
block. A little imagination on the 
part of the home handyman will 
result in an extremely attractive 
enclosure. 


Widely used as a plaster base, 
various types of metal lath are 
suitable for this type of work. 
The recommended t y p e for a 
radiator enclosure, however, is 
the diamond mesh metal lath, 
weighing 3.4 pounds per square 
yard. 
Made of expanded copper alloy 
steel, diamond mesh lath can be 
obtained at well stocked build­ 
ing supply yards with either a 
protective paint covering or gal­ 
vanized. Either can be painted 
in colors to suit your room dec­ 
oration.

Closed Doors 
Check Flames 


Curbing On Drafts 
Will Confine Fire 


By DOUGLAS TUOMEY 
Written For Bell Syndicate 
It has been fairly well estab­ 
lished that any good-size fire start­ 
ing in the basement or on the first 
floor of a house will spread be­ 
yond the point where the house 
could be saved, in 15 or 20 minutes, 
if the doors to the various rooms 
are open. 
If a fire starts in the basement 
and by chance the door to the 
basement stairs is open and a few 
windows open on the upper floors, 
the fire will rage upward with un­ 
believable speed and mushroom 
out under the roof. 
On the other hand, if the door 
to the room or area where the 
fire originates is closed or can be 
closed at once, it takes a long time 
for the fire to burn through doors, 
walls or ceilings, and there is 
time for the occupants to give the 
alarm and take measures t h a t 
common sense dictate. 
It is a well-known fact t h a t 
flame, smoke and the gases of 
combusion rise upward and follow 
drafts. When doors and windows 
can be closed, drafts are elimin­ 
ated to a great extent. 
As a m atter of fact, there have 
been cases where a fire started 
in a closed house in which cellar 
windows and doors were sealed 
tight and burned itself out without 
ever breaking through to the floor 
above. The flames simply died 
from lack of oxygen. 
When a house is closed for any 
reason, it is an excellent idea to 
shut the doors which divide the 
various areas of the house. The 
spread of fire will be retarded and 
smoke damage reduced to a mini­ 
mum. 
We often read about fires which 
were confined to one room or to 
one wing of a house, and the an­ 
swer generally is that connecting 
doors were closed.

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Fir Planking 
Adds Glamor 
To Backyard 


Combination Tot’s 
Pool And Sand Box 
Can Be Provided 


Big backyards with lots of lawn, 
luxuriant gardens in full 
bloom 
and pools with lily pads floating 
colorfully and benignly make 
a 
lovely picture. 
But, unfortunately, all b a c k ­ 
yards don’t look like this, especial­ 
ly in a family full of active grow­ 
ing children tracking divots into 
your clean kitchen or uprooting 
the perennials in a heated game 
of baseball. And, besides, w h e n 
lawn mowing time comes around, 
your yard looks like a 40-acre field. 
Perhaps your problem is a heavy 
crop of malignant weeds, or 
a 
rocky surface where grass refuses 
to grow. 
One good way to handle these 
situations is to deck your back­ 
yard with very inexpensive econ­ 
omy grades of fir planks. If you 
elevate the deck, the boards will 
not be as apt to suffer from de­ 
cay, but you can lay them right 
over the ground. 
These 2-by-10 or 2-by-12 planks 
are inexpensive and when one be­ 
comes unusable you can just lift it 
up and replace it with a new one. 
The planking should be laid on a 
simple frame or support to keep 
just clear of the ground. 
A concrete wading pool is too 
expensive’ Then make a Douglas 
fir pool. Build a box of the fir 
and dig a hole right in the deck 
area and sink the box in it. You 
don’t need to put a drain in the 
wading pool, for the water will 
eventually all run through t h e 
cracks in the boards anyway. This 
is a good safety factor especially 
where very young children are us­ 
ing the pool. 
When the weather gets too cool 
for wading, just fill up the pool 
with sand for a change. 
You can use short-length boards 
for your backyard deck, for they 
cost even less, and are good to 
use in sections for a checkerboard 
pattern. You get this effect by lay­ 
ing eight or IO boards all parallel 
to form a solid square, then place 
the next series perpendicularly. 
lf you have shade trees in your 
backyard, just cut holes in the 
deck sections that surround them 
so you can take advantage of the 
shade. 
You will find that with a large 
deck like this, multiple activities 
can be in progress at once. It’s a 
good place for the busy mother to 
lounge for a few minutes and still 
keep an eye on her offspring, as 
well as the kitchen. It’s a wonder­ 
ful spot to entertain with outdoor 
suppers or bridge parties on warm 
evenings. It’s even a 
makeshift 
basketball court for the kiddies. 
The flat, solid surface provided 
by the fir boards is easy to keep 
clean with the garden hose that is 
also used to fill the wading pool. 
Plantings around your deck can 
be outlined with fir or western red 
cedar retaining walls to keep the 
soil from sifting over onto the deck 
floor and to more clearly define 
your surrounding gardens. The re­ 
taining walls also protect flower 
beds from wear and tear from the 
small fry.

Farm Field Day 
Visitors To See 
‘Milking Parlor’ 


LISBON — The first milking par­ 
lor and pipeline milker in Colum­ 
biana County, installed a number 
of years ago, will be seen at the 
Columbiana County field day at 
the Willis R. Rupert and S o n s 
Farm near New Waterford Wed­ 
nesday, Aug. 15. according to Carl 
K. Miller of Leetonia, c o u n t y 
chairman for the event The equip­ 
ment is homemade and is different 
than many being installed today. 
However, it still is being used suc­ 
cessfully by the Rupert family. 
Thirty cows are being milked twice 
daily. 
Other pieces of modern equip­ 
ment to be seen at the field day, 
according to Miller, include a hay- 
crusher, one of the first in the 
c o u n t y , a corn detasseling m a­ 
chine, a four-bottom plow, 
a n d 
grain drying and grading equip­ 
ment. The Rupert farm produces 
hybrid corn and certified oats and 
wheat. 
Use of heat in drying of hay and 
grain also will be demonstrated at 
the Rupert farm. The h i g h e s t 
quality hay is being made by 
drying with heated air. 
The Rupert farm also was one of 
the first in the county to do pas­ 
ture improvement work, according 
to Miller. Various types of pas­ 
tures will be observed at the field 
day, including a new seeding made 
this year. High dairy production is 
maintained largely through the use 
of high quality hay and excellent 
pastures.
